Before presenting my platform In 
tomorrow's election for the position 
of President of the McGill Union, 
I wish to voice my thanks to those 
who supported my nomination and 
to express the hope that I may 
have thé opportunity to exercise the 
following program; 

If elected I propose to follow the 
policy, which has governed all 
Union activities so far this year, 
a.^ it Is my belief that "the Open 
House Policy should' not be limited 
to the month of October or con 
fined to the Freshman classes. The 
Union will thus be restored to its 
rightful position as the centre of 
campus activity by as many in- 
formal dances as possible. Such 
functions will be "Open" in the true 
sense of the word and not merely 
the activities of major clubs and 
societies on the campus.

In my opinion, a soda-bar is 
definite necessity for. the Union 
prill Room and represents both 
sound investment on the part of 
the Union and, a, welcome service to 
the students.

and If some form of protective 
covers were employed. 

I would have the students share

Walsh Resigns

Dean A. L. Walsh, of the faculty 
of Dentistry at McGill, was sue 
ceeded in his position as president 
of the Canadian Dental Association 
by Dr. R. A. Rooney of Edmonton 
at the Montreal Dental Club nine 
teenth annual fall clinic, which at- 
tracted some 300 dentists from the 
Maritimes, Eastern Ontario, the 
Northern New Englanil States and 
Quebec. 

"Except for a few John the 
Baptists, the rank and file of den 
lists have been anti-social in their 
outlook— rugged individuals prac 
tising hole-in-the-wall dental health 
service, without question the most 
expensive way of providing such 
service as evidenced by the few 
who could avail themselves of 
what was, and is offered," stated 
Dr. J. Cyril Flanlgan, chairman of 
the meeting, in an address directed 
towards the promotion of a social 
istic dental service that would 
make possible dental services for 
all. 

This address was followed by lec- 
tures by two guest speakers. Dr. D. 
L. Thompson, head of the Depart- 
ment of Biochemistry at McGill 
and dean of the faculty of GradU' 
ate Studies and Research, who 
spoke on "Biochemistry in Relation 
to Dentistry." He mentioned the 
vast strides that have been made

Senate, at its meeting today approved of the recommcn'dallon 
from the University Committee on AVar Service Training that men 
students from neutral countries are not to be required to take 
militaty training if they have strong personal or national reasons 
for.nol 'mEhingttoidoii^^ all male students arc normally 

^required to train, students from 
neutral countries who wish to 
obtain exemption should ina- 
mcdiately communicate with the 
Registrar and their Command- 
ing Officer. 

Senate also approved of a fur- 
ther recommendation that all 
male refugee students from en- 
emy countries should be requir- 
ed to train with the C.O.T.C. 
for weekly periods equivalent to 
those required of Canadian stu- 
dents in the same year and fac- 
ulty. They will not be attested. 
Such refugee students arc not 
at present permitted by regula- 
tions of the Dominion Govern- 
ment to join the U.A.T.C. or 
the U.N.T.D. 

The Senate Committee on War 
Service Training is still consider- 
ing the exact implication of the 
new National ' Selective Service 
regulation, and hopes to issue a 
more definite series of instructions 
to students as soon as the Govern- 
ment has taken the necessary ac- 
tion on the basis of the reports pro- 
vided by the University Advisory 
Board which the Government is 
to set up. Meanwhile it Is the 
opinion of the Committee that the 
social regulations issued at the 
opening session in regard to the 
reduction of training for certain 
groups of students apply only to 
Third and ^Fourth Y«ar students 
who have completed the Science 
Students Forms provided by the 
Dominion Government. This group 
will normally Include all students 
In the Faculty of Engineering and 
all B.Sc. students, but if the indi- 
vidual is in any doubt as to his 
status he' should at once ascertain 
from the Registrar whether he is 
eligible to register with the War- 
time Bureau of Technical Person- 
nel as a Science student. 

In the case of Medical students 
no special problems arise, since the 
recent regulations apply only to 
students pursuing an accelerated 
course, and they clearly specify the 
training required of medical stu- 
dents during each year of theh: 
work at the "University. 

As was recjsi^tly' announced, the 
C.O.T.C. is offering an advanced 
course of training on a voluntary ' 
basis for Third and Fourth Year 
science students, which would re- 
quire four hours a week instead of 
the one hour requested by the Dis- 
trict Officer Commanding. Students 
enlisted in the U.A.T.C. and the 
U.N.T.D. will also be governed. In 
regard to the number of weekly 
parades, by the regulations laid 
down by the officers commanding 
these Units, and are not. automatic- 
ally covered by the regulations is- 
sued by the 'District Officer Com- 
manding for those enrolled in the 
basic training section of the CO. 
T.C...,-.' ..V ,v. ■ . 



War Causes 
Low Enrolment 

Registration 
Doubles in 
Science Only 



Following the meeting of the 
Senate . today, Principal F. Cyril 
James announced that an early 
count of the number of students 
enrolling . for the session 1043-44 
showed that, excluding the enrol- 
ment of 230 men students In the 
Canadian Army-Unlverslty Course, 
there were 2,535 degree course stu- 
dents and 162 diploma course stu 
dents registered. In the courses 
for the degree there was a decrease 
of 149 in the number of men stu- 
dents and an- increase of 100 in the 
number of women students, or a 
total decrease of 45 students over 
last year's numbers. He pointed 
out however that It is not possible 
in October to give the final figures, 
because enrolment for degrees in 
the .graduate,, faculty was' liot yet 
counted -and "there*' were"' certain 
other courses which allowed late 
registration. 

Analysing the enrolment by facul 
ties, the Arts division lost 24 men 
students and gained 23 women 
students, remaining at tlie same 
level as last year,— 540 undergrad 
uates. The Science courses con 
tinued to increase in numbers, 
reaching a total this year of 712, 
or doubling the pre-war registra- 
tion and this' division showed the 
greatest Increase of women stU'

Team Support 



From time to time there is talk of col- 

klege spirit and of how dead it is at McGill. 
The war is usually blamed for the untimely 
demise of "rah-rah", and wc feel that a 
complete revival would be out of place, in 
bad taste, and rather foolish, since we are 
here on business, and not for pleasure. 
However there arc certain social aspects of 
college life which have become traditional, 
and lack of them is an indication of poor 
campus organization, and even poorer co- 
operation. 

Support of tlie football team, if win- 
ning, and particularly if losing, is one of 
these traditions. It became extinct at ^Ic- 
Gill in 1940 with the cessation of Inter- 
collegiate football, and now the opportu- 
nity has been presented for its revival. We 
hope the turnout will bo worthy of the ef- 
fort which the coaches and their men have 
put into the moulding of a McGill team. 

Getting support for a team is not the 
responsibility of the Daily alone, the ath- 
letic office, and a few enthusiastic students, 
however, but that of every club and society 
on the campus. Activities should be ar- 
ranged so that there will be no conflict be- 
tween the game and other events. Students 
should remember that a representative pro- 
portion of the Montreal public and of tho 
armed forces will be presciti If the South- 
side stands are empty, the reputation of the 
University, and of its student body, will 
suffer. 

. There is another important means of 
encouraging team support at the Univer- 
Bity,^and that is by introducing some form 
l^l^claKactivlty'which would follow the 
^ame.'* Tea dances, for example, could be 
run very cheaply, would provide tho -stu- 
dents with a bit of much needed relaxation, 
and would bring a larger number of stu- 
dents out to the football games. The only 
requirement is organization, and the co- 
operation of the student body. Most of 
the out-of-town students would support tho 
plan immediately, for they must know

BRUNO WALTER 

Montreal having come musically to lift 
with pleasantly sudden emphasis. Con- 
certs Symphoniques have served notice of 
the opening concert of their regular winter 
series, to be conducted by Bruno Walter at 
Plateau Hall on Tuesday evening next. 

, Mr. Walter is by all odds the most dis- 
tinguished conductor to visit this city In 
many a year. Resident ot the United Statu 
sine 1939, he has been here several times in 
recent seasons, leaving the consistent im- 
pression that he comes far too seldom. It 
is a rather exciting honour to welcome him 
again. 

Slxtyish and graying, Bruno Walter is a 
veteran of more than a generation of out- 
standing mtislcal achievement. He has con- 
ducted all over Europe, being a well-loved 
fixture at the famous Salzburg Festivals, 
and after the occupation of Austria at the 
Swiss festivals in Luzerne. Ho spent several 
years as Director of the Vienna State Opera, 
and was for a time its permanent conduc- 
lor. With the Vienna Philharmonic he es- 
tablished and consolidated a reputation 
second not even to Toscanini as a historic 
master of the podium. 

Mr. Walter is known today across the 
world as qn unequalled operatic director, 
and especially as the grtatest living inter- 
. prêter ot the unique brilliance of Wolfgang 
Amadeus Mozart. Something of a pianist 
as wdi, his Mozart recordings are coUec- 
lor's items of considerable value. As a fur- 
ther and final distinction, he ia beyond a 
doubt the kindliest of all conductors- 
patient, thorough, and invariably soft- 
spoken. By his warm sincerity and straight- 
forward capability of his nature he endears 
himself to listeners and musicians alilce; 
it is a privilege indeed to have him in our 
midst once more.

a see-saw tussle with Reds taking 
most of the initiative, but twice 
falling short of scoring due to fum- 
bles. The Blues were not slow to 
take advantage of any opportuni- 
ties,- and consistently sent their op- 
ponents back into/their own terri- 
tory whenever a serious threat 
arose. The first scoring break came 
completely unexpectedly as Alan 
MacRae of the Reds faded back on 
his own 30-yard line, and let loose 
with a long forward across the 
field; Gerry Fitzpatrick, who play- 
ed a stellar game for the Blues all 
afternoon, came out of nowhere.

dents, a total of 68 more than the 
enrolment of last year, showing 
that women were responding to the 
call for them to help fill the ranks 
of technically qualified persons. 
The School of Commerce had an 
enrolment of 95, and there was a 
decline in this faculty of 34 In the 
number of male students enroll- 
ing. 

In the faculty of Engineering 
there are 78 fewer studenU than 
last year, and the first year is re- 
sponsible for a decline of 40 in en- 
rolment. This is of course attribut- 
able, to the fact that -young men 
have enlisted in the Arrtiy and en- 
rolled In the Canadian University 
Army Course in.ttead of in the 
course for the regular engineering 
degree. 

Enrolment in the School of Archi- 
tecture, the Faculty of Medicine, 
the Faculty of Dentistry, did not 
show any changes. In the Faculty 
of Law registration remained at a 
low level, and this was also the 
case in tlie Library School. The 
Faculty of Agriculture maintained 
its enrolment fairly well,, as did 
the School of Household Science.

Rugby Rules 
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I was forced to come to the re- 
luctant conclusion that ^ugby is 
not exactly love, however, I could 
find no evidence to prove that it 
was not war, and so. theoretically 
I sUppdse it can Justify its exist- 
ence.

In 
the meantime the "little man's" 
coach had his injured player car- 
ried from the field of "honour" 
(with the aid of two stretcher 
bearers) ahd then savagely upbraid- 
ed him for falling to halt the on 
rushing throng. My heart swelled 
with pity as I watched, but tlie 
pitiless mob denounced the "little 
fellow" in the most derisive terms 

There is but one more feature of 
Rugby that I would like to men- 
tion at this time, andflhat, is the 
"huddle." Since It seems to be per- 
missible to attack your opponents 
at any time, provided that you do 
it with what is commonly called 
•The Flying Tackle," tho team In 
possession of the ball lines up in a 
circle to have a general discussion 
on future policy, the weather, the 
International situation, or whatever 
they may wish to discuss. The ad 
vantages of lining up in this way 
are quite obvious. A full view of 
the «ntlre playing field, so that no 
surprise attack Is possible under 
these circumstances. 

There arc, as well, many' other 
features of the game, too numerous 
and too brutal to mention. How- 
ever, I have intended the above in- 
cidents to serve as examples of 
what may be found at your local 
rugby-field every Saturday during 
the autumn. I would like to leave 
this message with you In parting— 
Since I now consider myself a full- 
fledged. Rugby expert, I highly 
recommend that you all turn out 
to see McGill on Saturday after- 
noon at the Stadium, where there 
will be a performance of that mild, 
gentle, beloved game-Rugby,
